was last year that Mr. Hornor decided longer 
endanger the lives his customers had the entire herd 
tested for tuberculosis.

keep them clean. Before each milking the men bathe the 
and udders with moistened cloth, removing whatever 
loose dust portions bedding which may, chance, 
adhere the animals. 

simple, but most important operation consists the 
sterilization the milk cans and all utensils. After the 
cans already cleaned and steamed are received from the 
milk dealer, Mr. Hornor gives them thorough scrubbing 
with warm water aided the use good washing soda. 
They are then rinsed with water and placed the sun until 
needed. Just before milking time arrives, these cans are 
rinsed remove dust which may have blown into them, and 
then rinsed again with sterilizing solution recommended 
the Pemberton druggist, Mr. Kempte, prepared follows: 
half pail warm water added two ounces stock 
solution consisting one pint chloride lime and one 
tablespoon lye, dissolved six quarts water. Uten- 
sils are rinsed the same manner. 

The milk strained through cloth which boiled after 
each milking and hung the sun dry. The last precaution 
taken cool the milk soon possible, removing all 
animal heat and all measures are taken keep this milk 
cool possible until delivered his customers. 

avoid dusty barn and objectionable odors milking 
time all hay and silage fed after milking. 

Now let compare the cleanliness and safety this milk 
with ordinary milk. the first place his cows are free 


from tuberculosis while safe say that over twenty 
per cent. all cows, untested are tubercular. The bac-

RODUCTION records the dairy herd the North 
Central Experiment Station extends over period 
twenty-one years. definite breeding program, however, 
was not begun until the year 1907 with the use High- 
mark, registered Guernsey, herd sire. Previous this 
time, bulls various breeds, breeding, had been used, 
including common, beef bred, and dual purpose bulls. 

The record shows forty-four foundation families common 
and mixed blood cows who have been included the station 
herd during the period twenty-one years. Allofthese families 
were introduced into the herd previous 1910. animal 
has been introduced into the herd since that time except the 
registered bulls and the five registered females. One female 
was purchased 1919 and four 1921. 

From 1904 the herd has consisted from thirty sixty 
milk cows, and about equal number heifers. The aver- 
age production the herd 1904 was 4569.8 pounds milk 
and 196.1 pounds butter fat. From that year until 1913 
there was but little increase the production the herd. 
The average for 1913 was 5370.6 pounds milk and 235.8 
pounds butter fat. The average for the ten years from 1904 
1914 was 5158.8 pounds milk with 226.1 pounds butter 
fat. This indicates that there was very little any, improve- 
ment account the sires used previous 1908. 

From 1914, the Guernsey grades came maturity and 
the common and mixed bloods non-dairy breeds were eli- 
minated, the average yearly production the herd increased 
very rapidly follows: The average yearly herd production 
1914 was 5518.2 pounds milk and 259.0 pounds butter 


fat. 1915, 5721.2 pounds milk and 279.8 pounds butter 
fat. 1916, 6281.0 pounds milk and 300.7 pounds 
butter fat, and 1917, 7184.1 pounds milk and 358.1 
pounds butter fat. For the last six years including 1917 
the yearly production for the herd was 6898.9 pounds 
milk containing 334.8 pounds butter fat. 

the year 1914 cow the herd had reached yearly 
maximum production 400 pounds butter fat. other 
words common, non-dairy grade cow had been able 
produce maximum 400 pounds butter fat. However, 
during the eight years following 1914 after the Guernsey 
grades had reached maturity twenty-one cows have exceeded 
yearly production 400 pounds butter fat and three 
cows have exceeded 500 pounds butter fat, the highest 
being 543.5 pounds. All these records have been made 
under ordinary farm conditions being milked twice daily and 
carrying calf.

This classification showed that there were the herd 
eight beefy cows, eight poor dairy type, ten fair, twelve 
good, and six very good dairy type. Classifying the families 
eliminated from the herd account low production, 
find that all the beefy type have been dropped. Those 
classified poor dairy type have also all been dropped. 
Seventy per cent. those classified fair dairy type have 
been dropped and fifty per cent. classified good dairy type 
have been dropped. While none the families classified 
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very good dairy type were voluntarily dropped, however, 
two these families were lost,—one account having 
daughters, and one accident. appears, therefore, 
that type has been borne out the production the families 
classified.

1923, there were 24,429,000 milk cows farms the United 
States, which somewhat above the number for ten year 
average.
